ANNUAL  REPORT 

On  the  Health  of  Farsley 
For  the  Year  ending 
31st  December,  1909. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  FARSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Tenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  Farsley. 

The  year  1909  opened  with  a large  amount  of  frost  and 
fog,  causing  much  Rheumatism  and  Bronchitis  amongst 
the  older  residents.  Influenza  was  also  prevalent  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  and  epidemic  towards  the  end  of  Nov- 
ember and  during  December. 

The  Summer  months  were  remarkable  for  the  absence 
of  sun.  August  was  generally  wet,  and  the  Autumn  months 
showed  no  improvement. 

General  Statistics.  — The  total  number  of  Births 
registered  in  the  District  during  1909  was  118,  being  an  in- 
crease of  9 over  the  preceding  year. 

75  Deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  being  a de- 
crease of  12  on  the  previous  year.  To  this  number  (75)  there 
have  to  be  added  8 Deaths  of  Residents  of  Farsley  who  died 
outside  the  District,  and  the  nett  number  of  deaths  is  there- 
fore 83. 
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The  Rates  are  again  calculated  on  an 
lion  of  5740.

Calculated  on  this  number  the  Birth-rate  for  1909  is 
20.5  per  thousand  persons  living,  being  an  increase  of  1 .6  on 
the  preceding  year. 

England  and  Wales  Birth-rate — 25 '6. 

The  Death-rate  for  1909  is  14.4,  all  deaths  included,  being 
a decrease  of  1.4  on  1908.  No  Death  was  registered  in  the 
month  of  June.  It  is  interesting  to  note  here  that  the  num- 
ber of  Deaths  registered  as  due  to  Senility  was  14,  the  aggre- 
gate number  of  years  being  1113,  and  the  average  duration 
of  life  79  years. 

England  and  Wales  Death-rate — 1 4*5. 

I might  here  point  out  that  both  the  Birth-rate  and 
Death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  are  the  lowest  ever 
recorded,  thus  showing  at  any  rate  that  if  the  people  refuse 
to  be  born  they  also  refuse  to  die.

Infant  Mortality.  • — There  were  I Deaths  among 
Infants  under  1 year,  which,  calculated  per  1,000  Births 
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registered,  gives  a rate  oi  ^6fe7.  This  is  very  satisfactory  as 
compared  with  1908,  which  had  a rate  of  119.2. 

England  and  Wales  Rate — 109. 


Infectious  Diseases.  One  case  reported  in  the 
First  Quarter,  Six  in  the  Second,  Eight  in  the  Third,  and  One 
in  the  Fourth,  giving  a total  of  16  cases  in  all,  made  up  as 
follows  ; — 


Scarlet  Fever.  — Cases  notified  7 ; 5 removed  to 
Hospital,  2 isolated  at  home,  no  death. 

Erysipelas.— Cases  notified  3 ; all  mild  ; no  death. 

Enteric. — Cases  notified  2,  both  of  which  were  isolated 
at  home.  A special  nurse  was  engaged  by  the  Council,  on  my 
recommendation,  for  the  case  in  Arthur  Street.  No  death 
from  this  complaint. 

Diphtheria.  — Cases  notified  4 ; all  removed  to  Hos- 
pital ; all  cases  recovered. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  noted  that  no  Death  has  been 
registered  during  the  year  from  Notifiable  Diseases.

Zymotic  Diseases.  - — The  Deaths  caused  by  the  Seven 
principal  Zymotic  Diseases  were  3 in  number,  giving  a 
Zymotic  Death-rate  of  .52. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was — 112

Phthisis — 4 Deaths,  giving  a rate  of  .65  per  1,000. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy.—  Fhe  number 

is  16,  giving  a Respiratory  Death-rate  of  2.7. 

Phthisis  (Consumption).  — As  noted  4 Deaths  are  certi- 
fied due  to  this  complaint,  and  this  being  an  Infectious  Disease,  I 
would  again  urge  upon  the  Council  the  advisability  of  making 
it  notifiable,  as  recommended  in  my  Annual  Report  of  1904, 
and  that  the  usual  fee  be  paid.  This  would  secure  disinfection 
of  the  room  and  bedding  occupied  by  the  patient,  not  neces- 
sarily if  the  disease  terminates  fatally,  but  in  the  case  of  an 
infected  person  removing  from  one  house  to  another. 

Malignant  Diseases  (Cancer).  — There  have  been  4 
Deaths  registered  as  due  to  Cancer — 3 over  sixty  years,  and 
1 forty-seven  years,  Parts  affected — Intestines  1 , Lung  1 , 
Uterus  2.  This  number,  4,  is,  I am  glad  to  say,  a decrease  of 
5 on  the  previous  year’s  figures.  The  average  for  the  last  few 
years  has  been  about  5.5. 

Whooping  Cough.—  There  was  a good  deal  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough  in  the  Village  during  the  First  Quarter,  and  2 
Deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  this  complaint. 
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The  Ventilating  Lamps  have,  in  my  opinion,  proved 
a valuable  asset  in  the  general  health  of  the  village.  As  noted, 
only  2 cases  of  Enteric  Fever  have  been  notified,  and  no  Death 
has  occurred  from  this  disease  during  the  year. 

The  Roads.— i am  glad  to  see  that  the  Council  have 
given  greater  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  roads  since  my 
last  Annual  Report,  although  much  remains  to  be  done,  espe- 
cially portions  at  Bagley,  Woodhall  Road,  and  the  top  of 
New  Street. 

Experiments  in  dust  laying  have  been  carried  out  during 
two  weeks  of  the  year,  the  road  surface  in  Town  Street  being 
treated  with  calcium-chloride.  The  process  was  considered 
quite  satisfactory,  but  the  continued  wet  weather  prevented 
a longer  and  more  exhaustive  trial. 

I am  pleased  to  see  the  attempt  to  beautify  our  streets 
by  the  planting  of  trees.  I feel  that  quite  enough  has  been 
done  in  this  direction  for  the  present,  as  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  our  streets  are  somewhat  narrow,  and  future 
generations  might  possibly  not  thank  us  for  curtailing  the 
amount  of  sunlight  which  they  might  have  received  into  their 
dwellings. 

Cemetery. — This  question  is  still  in  abeyance.  I under- 
stand, however,  that  a movement  is  on  foot  to  secure  a piece 
of  ground  to  be  consecrated  by  the  Church  for  burial  purposes. 
This  to  my  mind  will,  if  successful,  obviate  the  necessity  for 
providing  a Cemetery  for  Farsley  at  the  present  time. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act.  — Ihe  Factories, 
Workshops,  and  Workplaces  on  the  register  number  18.  They 
have  been  inspected  during  the  year,  and  found  satisfactory 
in  all  cases.  I may  say  that  improved  sanitary  conveniences 
are  being  provided  in  two  instances  to  comply  with  the  Regu- 
lations. 

Building  and  Sanitary.  — 1 he  Council  have  con- 
sidered and  approved  24  plans  during  the  year.  Four  new 
through  houses  have  been  built.  Six  nuisances  have  been 
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reported  and  nine 
ment  of  nuisance 


abated.  One  legal  notice  only  for  abate- 
was  found  necessary.  Ten  alterations  of 


Privies  into  Water  Closets 


have  been  carried  out,  and  Ten  houses 


have  been  connected  to  the  new  sewer,  leaving  a total  of  only 
33  unconnected  (not  including  Wood  Nook).  A supplementary 
sewer  has  been  laid  in  Bradford  Road,  and  part  of  Sunfield 
yet  remains  to  be  done. 


72  yards  of  2in.  Water  Pipe  has  been  removed  and  replaced 
by  3in. 


A new  system  of  getting  the  sludge  out  of  the  tanks,  by 
means  of  a Chain  Pump,  has  been  adopted  at  the  Outfall 
Works.  This  obviates  the  necessity  of  waiting  for  the  sludge 
to  dry,  as  was  previously  done. 

Tests  of  the  effluent  at  Outfall  are  repeatedly  taken 
both  by  your  Surveyor  and  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board. 

2429  loads  of  Nightsoil  have  been  removed  by  the  Ashpit 
Cleansing  Department. 


Lighting.  — Four  New  Lamps  have  been  erected  during 
the  year,  and  several  have  been  removed  to  more  suitable 
positions.
